Local group calls for rally 

Whether or not people show up for work Wednesday, the loosely organized protest called “Day 
Without a Gay” might have an impact locally. 

In Chicago, the Gay Liberation Network has called for an 11 a.m. rally outside the County 
Building, 118 N. Clark St., to call for granting marriage licenses to same-sex couples. Network 
co-founder Andy Thayer said he didn’t expect people to actually “call in gay,” as the event logo 
suggests, but added that “many people will find one way or the other to not be in work that day, 
because we’re sick of being treated like second-class citizens.” 

The logo has stirred a tempest of online debate about the wisdom of skipping work during 
a recession. Sean Hetherington, the West Hollywood, Calif., comic and personal trainer who 
helped devise the event, said the slogan wasn’t meant to be taken literally. But noting the flood 
of media attention it has attracted, he was unapologetic. 

“I’m happy with the way we did it,” he said. “We’re keeping gay people in the spotlight.”

SAN FRANCISCO Some same-sex marriage 
supporters are urging people to “call in gay” 
Wednesday to show how much the country 
relies on gays and lesbians, but others ques- 
tion whether it’s wise to encourage skipping 
work given the nation’s economic distress. 

Organizers of “Day Without a Gay”— 
scheduled to coincide with International 
Human Rights Day and modeled after similar 
work stoppages by Latino immigrants— also 
are encouraging people to perform volunteer 
work and refrain from spending money 

Sean Hetherington, a West Hollywood 
comedian and personal trainer, dreamed up 
the idea with his boyfriend, Aaron Hartzler, 
after reading online that a few angry gay-rights 
activists were calling for a daylong strike to 
protest California voters’ passage last month 
of Proposition 8, which reversed this year’s 
state Supreme Court decision allowing gay 
marriage. 




The couple thought it would be more effec- 
tive and less divisive if people were asked to 
perform community service instead of stay- 
ing home with their wallets shut. 

“We are all for a boycott if that is what 
brings about a sense of community for peo- 


ple,” said Hetherington, 30, who plans to 
spend Wednesday volunteering at an inner- 
city school. 

Hetherington said he’s been getting 100 
e-mails an hour from people looking for 
volunteer opportunities, and that his “Day 


Without a Gay” Web site has gotten 100,000 
hits since mid-November. 

Despite Hartzler and Hetherington’s 
attempt to fashion a positive approach, some 
organizers of the street demonstrations 
that drew massive crowds in many cities 
last month have been reluctant to embrace 
the concept, saying that it could be at best 
impractical and at worst counterproductive 
to “call in gay” 

“It’s extra-challenging for people to think 
about taking off work as a form of protest, 
given that we are talking about people who 
may not be out (openly gay) at work, and 
given the current economic situation and job 
market,” said Jules Graves, 38, coordinator of 
the Colorado Queer Straight Alliance. “There 
is really not any assurance employers would 
appreciate it for what it is.” 

Graves’ group nonetheless is arranging for 
interested participants to volunteer at the 
local African Community Center in Denver.

Cool ad campaign 
is just that— cold 


Colorful? Yes. Tasty-looking? Yes. Warm? Not so much. 

That’s “Going Public’s” take on a Stove Top Stuffing heated-shelter 
ad campaign underway at io city-owned CTAbus stops. The ads— a 
row of heat lamps in bus shelters above a yummy-looking photo of a 
bowl of stuffing— will remain in the shelters until Dec. 31, according 
to a spokeswoman for the Stove Top campaign. 

Until that date, riders will be treated to the clever campaign slo- 
gan: “Cold, provided by winter. Warmth, provided by us.” 

If only the latter were true, I decided on Friday while shivering 
inside one such shelter at Hubbard Street and Michigan Avenue. I 
wasn’t the only one doubting the caption. 

“I don’t feel anything,” said Ayanna Grady, a Lakeview rider and fellow shelter-waiter, as 
she gestured at the colorful, autumnal stuffing ad. “I guess because it’s orange and you see 
the lamps, psychologically, it makes you think you feel warmer.” 

Maybe it’s the thought that counts when it comes to this campaign. 

But the Stove Top stops, part of an advertising deal between Kraft Foods and JCDecaux, 
prompted me to ponder past and present campaigns along the CTA. I checked in with tran- 
sit agency officials to gauge the status of some that stood out.

Digital divide 

CONCEPT: This fall, the CTA launched a pilot 
project to add digital displays to the sides of 
buses. The screens — way more engaging than 
the current static ad displays — would seem- 
ingly attract more advertising dollars. Just as 
importantly, they will be useful to riders. 

“Upon completion of installation, the 
digital displays at rail stations and on buses 
will be fully integrated with CTAs Control 
Center and the Office of Emergency 
Management and Communications,” CTA 
spokeswoman Katelyn Thrall told me. 
“During an emergency, CTA will be able to 
override advertisements and post emergen- 
cy information or real-time service updates.” 
Talk about truth in advertising. 

STATUS: Currently, the dazzling digital 
screens are being tested on No. 124-Navy 
Pier buses to make sure they are durable, 
and therefore doable. The digital advertising 
pilot has been deemed a success, Thrall said, 
adding that the agency will install 50 more 
on buses and add a display to an “E’ platform 
before the end of this year.

launched flip book-style ads projected on 
tunnel walls between the Clark and Lake 
and Washington stops along the Blue Line, 
as part of a deal with advertiser Submedia. 
The ads featured a series of stills that, when 
the train rolls past, create the appearance of 
movement. 

In 2005, 2006 and 2007, the agency ran 
four sets of flip-book ads per year, Thrall 
said, promoting products including Land 
Rover, Target and the Travel Channel. 

STATUS: A new Submedia campaign will 
kick off next week, according to Thrall, 
who declined to name the specific adver- 
tiser. I typically keep my eyes inward when 
underground to avoid a depressing view of 
the tunnels. But I’ll definitely keep my eyes 
peeled for this newest product push.

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Standing up for sit-in 


Gov. Blagojevich speaks out against Bank of America; company responds

Bank of America officials said Republic 
Windows & Doors should “honor its obli- 
gations to its employees and minimize the 
impact of failure.” 

The North Carolina-based bank issued a 
statement Monday four days into a worker 
sit-in at the Chicago plant. 

Bank of America canceled the company’s 
financing and workers were given three days’ 
notice. Hundreds are demanding vacation 
pay and severance. 

Gov. Blagojevich said the state of Illinois 
“will suspend doing any business with Bank 
of America” until the company restores credit 
to Republic. Blagojevich made the announce- 
ment after meeting with former workers. The 
governor said the state has “hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars” in dealings with the bank. 

“We’re going to do everything possible 
here in Illinois to side with these workers,” 
the governor said. He added the state would 
go into federal court Tuesday to try to get 
workers the money they say they are owed. 

Earlier, protesters picketed a Bank of 
America branch on the West Side saying they 
support union workers staging a sit-in at their 
former factory 

Bank officials say they’ve worked with 
the company for months and it’s unfortu- 
nate Republic hasn’t been able to “reverse its 
declining circumstances.” 

The bank says it will continue to honor 


agreements with the company and give the 
“maximum amount of funding” it can under 
the terms of the agreement. 

But as lenders, bank officials say they’re not 
“empowered to direct the company” on how 
to manage affairs. 

On Monday, protesters and activists held 
a rally outside the bank branch. They handed 
out fliers, carried signs and banged drums. 
Several tried to enter the bank to deliver their 
message but were turned away 

Also, Sen. Richard Durbin (D-Ill.) showed 


up at the factory around 11:15 a.m. and spoke 
with the workers inside. Afterward, he said he 
was upset about the situation at Republic and 
that he would return to Washington soon to 
hold discussions about whether banks were 
using the bailout money appropriately 
Union organizers said about 75 workers 
currently were inside the factory 
The workers have attracted media atten- 
tion and become a national symbol for thou- 
sands of employees laid off nationwide as the 
economy continues to sour. 


Blagojevich: ‘Nothing but 
sunshine hanging over me’ 

Gov. Blagojevich responded Monday to 
the Tribune’s report that he has been 
recorded by federal investigators, 
saying people should “feel free” to 
tape him because everything he says is 
lawful. 

“I don’t believe there’s any cloud 
that hangs over me, I think there’s 
nothing but sunshine hanging over me,” 
Blagojevich said. 

The governor’s comments to reporters 
were the first since the Tribune reported 
Friday that John Wyma, one of his closest 
confidants, had cooperated in 
the federal corruption probe of him 
and his administration, and that 
Blagojevich has been taped as part of the 
investigation. 

“I should say if anybody wants to tape 
my conversations, go right ahead, feel 
free to do it. I appreciate anybody who 
wants to tape me openly and notoriously, 
and those who feel like they want to 
sneakily and wear taping devices, I 
would remind them that it kind of smells 
like Nixon and Watergate,” Blagojevich 
said. 

“But I don’t care whether you tape me 
privately or publicly, I can tell you that 
whatever I say is always lawful and the 
things I’m interested in are always lawful 
and if there are any things out there 
like that, what you’ll hear is a governor 
who tirelessly and endlessly figures out 
ways to help average, ordinary working 
people,” Blagojevich said. 


Christie Hefner leaving Playboy Enterprises

Christie Hefner on 
Monday announced 
plans to end her 
20 -year tenure as 
chief executive of 
Chicago’s Playboy 
Enterprises, and will 
pursue other work 
in public-service and 
non-profit ventures. 

The 56 -year-old Hefner has guided Playboy 
through rocky patches since taking over at 
one of the publishing and entertainment 


company’s lowest points in the 1980s. 

Since then, Playboy’s image has rebound- 
ed and her father, founder Hugh Hefner, has 
reached an unlikely new audience of young 
women through the cable TV show “Girls 
Next Door,” which features his three youth- 
ful girlfriends. 

Yet Playboy has suffered in the economic 
downturn, as advertising and circulation at 
its flagship magazine plunged and its adult 
TV and movie programs lost ground to free 
content on the Web. 

Its best-performing unit has been its licens- 
ing division, which has put the Playboy logo 


on apparel, jewelry and entertainment venues 
such as the Palms Hotel and Casino in Las 
Vegas. 

Playboy stock has cratered this year, but 
Hefner said no one among the company’s 
directors or investors urged her to resign. She 
intends to remain CEO until Jan. 31 and stay 
on the company’s board until her replacement 
joins the company, when she will depart. 

Playboy director Jerome Kern will serve 
as interim non-executive chairman while the 
company searches for Hefner’s replacement. 

In an interview Monday with the Tribune, 
Hefner said she will not seek another chief 


executive post but instead plans to serve on 
additional corporate boards and appear more 
frequently as a speaker and TV commenta- 
tor. 

She and her husband, former Illinois 
state Sen. William Marovitz, will remain in 
Chicago, Hefner said. 

She believes the company will keep its 
headquarters in Chicago as well, she said. 

Her replacement will be a professional 
executive from outside the family, she pre- 
dicted. Hef’s teenage sons, Marston and 
Cooper, are not ready to replace her, she said. 
“That’s a decade away”

Driver charged after 
deadly collision 

Authorities charged a 29-year-old 
man with reckless homicide and 
aggravated driving under the 
influence Monday after a crash 
Sunday morning in Avondale that 
left one man seriously injured 
and another dead.

Cop fired for selling 
pirated CDs 

A police officer was fired recently 
for selling pirated CDs at a flea 
market and a West Side store, 
according to a Chicago Police 
Board decision made public 
Monday. Neftalie Gonzalez, 

44, was arrested in 2004 after 
police conducted a four-month 
undercover investigation following 
a tip from the Recording Industry 
Association of America. Criminal 
charges against Gonzalez were 
dropped in January, but the Police 
Department sought to fire him 
anyway. 

22-year-old man found 
shot in Cabrini-Green 

A man was shot in the head and 
critically wounded early Monday 
in Cabrini-Green, police said. 

The unidentified 22-year-old 
man was taken to Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital after the 3:20 
a.m. shooting, which occurred in 
the rear of an apartment building 
in the 400 block of West Chicago 
Avenue, police said. Witnesses 
heard gunshots and found the 
man unresponsive, according to 
police. 

‘Healing ash’ causes 
scare at Skokie bank 

Powder found in an envelope in a 
Skokie bank’s overnight deposit 
box caused a scare Monday, but 
it turned out to be a harmless 
substance accidentally dropped 
off by a customer with a holistic 
healing business. Police said 
three Edens Bank employees 
complained of watery eyes and 
sore throats. A customer called 
the bank to say he mistakenly 
included an envelope containing 
a few ounces of “healing Indian 
ash” with his weekend deposit. 

The customer will not be charged, 
police said. 


An Olympic Village may rise on the site of 
Michael Reese Hospital after all. 

The city’s efforts to purchase the site are 
back on track with a revised $86 million deal 
that includes more advantageous terms for 
the city the Chicago 2016 Olympic bid team 
announced Monday evening. 

The deal with an affiliate of Medline 
Industries, which owns the 37-acre parcel, 
raises the overall price tag by $1 million, 
but also significantly boosts the amount 
Medline will contribute toward demolition, 
site remediation and the Olympic bid, from 
$20 million to as much as $32. 5 million, sourc- 
es said. The bid team characterized the sum 
as a “charitable contribution.” The original 
agreement with the Mundelein-based hospi- 
tal supplier hit the skids in September after 
the city found that environmental clean-up 
costs would be greater than anticipated. 

Chicago is competing with Madrid, Rio de 
Janeiro and Tokyo for the right to host the 
2016 Summer Games, with a decision due in 
October 2009. 


“We appreciate Medline’s flexibility in 
structuring a transaction which works for 
our needs,” said Chicago 2016 bid leader 
Patrick Ryan. Medline declined comment 
on Monday 

If Chicago is not selected to host the 
Olympics, the city still would pursue devel- 
opment of this community, the bid team 
said. 

Chicago’s bid currently calls for a $1.1 bil- 
lion privately financed Olympic Village to 
be built on air rights over the McCormick 
Place truck yards, which are directly east of 
the Reese site, separated by train tracks. 

The Reese property would greatly expand 
the potential footprint for the village, which 
is expected to include about 3,500 apart- 
ments, a 5,0 00 -seat dining facility, a private 
workout facility, Internet cafes, clubs and 
cinemas. 

Plans call for the village to be converted 
into a mixed-use residential neighborhood, 
with an affordable housing component, after 
the Games. 
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Tribune Co. 
files for 
bankruptcy 
protection 

Chicago Tribune and RedEye parent Tribune 
Co. filed for Chapter 11 bankruptcy protec- 
tion Monday in an effort to restructure its 
debt. 

The Chicago Cubs and Wrigley Field, 
which Tribune Co. has on the auction block, 
are not part of the filing. 

The company said it has sufficient cash 
to continue to operate its media businesses, 
including publishing its newspapers and run- 
ning its TV stations and interactive proper- 
ties, without interruption. 

The following is a letter from Tribune pub- 
lisher Tony Hunter. 

To our customers, 

As you may already know, our parent company, 
Tribune and its individual media properties, which 
includes Chicago Tribune and RedEye, have filed to 
restructure their debt obligations under the protec- 
tion of Chapter 11 of the U.S. Bankruptcy Code. 
The Chicago Cubs franchise is not included in this 
filing. 

What does all this mean for our readers, viewers 
and advertisers? As a practical matter, very little. 
Tribune is continuing to operate its media busi- 
nesses, including its newspapers, television stations 
and Web sites. 

And we remain dedicated to providingyou with 
the level of service and news coverage you’ve come 
to expect from us every day. 

The decision to restructure our debt was driven 
by the dramatic and unexpected operating condi- 
tions we’ve encountered this year.

Authorities

□ ISLAMABAD, Pakistan In a move aimed at 
diffusing tensions with India, Pakistani 
authorities arrested a suspected ringleader of 
last month’s deadly attacks in Mumbai, along 
with rounding up several others in a massive 
raid on an alleged Pakistani terrorist group in 
the Himalayan territory of Kashmir, Pakistani 
officials, witnesses and members of the group

Residents in the small Kashmiri town of 
Shawai Nala said dozens of Pakistani soldiers 
descended on a camp run by Jamaat-ud-Dawa, 
a Muslim aid organization suspected of funding 
the militant Pakistani group Lashkar-i-Taiba, 
about 3 p.m. Sunday Mehboob Ahmed, a resi- 
dent of the nearby city of Muzzaffarabad, the 
area’s capital, said a Pakistani army helicopter 
gunship swept over the camp several times just 
before the ground was rocked by rocket fire and 
a fusillade of bullets fired by Pakistani forces. 

According to local residents and a Jamaat-ud- 
Dawa member, Pakistani security forces arrested 
22 people, including Zaki ur-Rehman Lakhwi, one 
of at least five Lashkar-i-Taiba members named 
by Indian authorities as the masterminds behind 
the brutal Mumbai assault. The attack on India’s 
financial capital killed more than 170 people and 
wounded at least 230. 

Hurry, money 
is going fast! 

The government has just $15 billion left to spend 
from the first $350 billion pot of financial bail- 
out money, the Treasury Department announced

The department said $335 billion has been 
allocated from the first half of the $700 billion 
program, which was enacted on Oct. 3.

Ex*Cubs in Hall feel for Santo 


Ernie Banks, Ferguson 
Jenkins and Billy Williams 
expressed disappointment 
that Ron Santo once again 
was denied admission to join 
them in the Hall of Fame. 

"I had already bought my 
ticket to Las Vegas,” Banks 
said, explaining that he had 
planned to celebrate with 
Santo at baseball s winter 
meetings. “It's a mystery why 
Ronnie is not in the Hall of 
Fame.” 

Jenkins added: “I’m 
disappointed. He is third 
overall behind Schmitty 
(Mike Schmidt) and Eddie 
Mathews as far as third 
basemen in that era. It s really too bad. I don’t know why he can t get the votes.” 

Williams and Santo played together in the minors and wound up playing more games 
together as teammates than any other players in big-league history. 

“This is disappointing to me and I know it’s disappointing to Ronnie,” Williams said. 
“I’ve often said that because we weren't in the postseason and not on national television 
at the end of the year, it did not help. A lot people didn't know this guy was a great 
baseball player.”

Santo says he’s Ted up’ 
after latest snub

The longer he goes without getting the call 
from the Hall of Fame, the easier it is for 
Ron Santo to rebound 

The former Cubs third baseman led 
all players in voting by the Veterans 
Committee, but still fell nine votes shy 
of gaining the necessary 75 percent of 
the votes by the 64 living Hall of Famers. 
Santo received 39 votes, or 61 percent. No 
one on the ballot came close to getting 
in, the fourth straight time the Veterans 
Committee has failed to elect a member. 

“You know what, I thought it was going 
to be harder to deal with, but it wasn’t,” 
Santo said by phone from his Scottsdale, 
Ariz., home. “I’m just kind of fed up with 
it. I figure, hey, it’s not in the cards. But 
I don’t want to go through this every two 
years. It’s ridiculous.” 

It’s becoming a sad tradition around the 
Santo household every two years, at least 
since he first appeared on the ballot in 
2003. Santo gets his hopes up, hears every- 
one tell him this time it’s “going to hap- 
pen,” and then sits and waits by the phone 
for the call that never comes. As much as 
he tried to downplay it beforehand, the 
hopelessly optimistic Santo was buoyed 
by the fact he fell only five votes shy in the 
most recent election in 2007. 

“Everybody felt this was my year,” he 
said. “I felt it. I thought it was gonna hap- 
pen. What really upset me was nobody 
{from the post- 1943 era] got in again. It 
just doesn’t make sense.” 

The Cubs organization was upset over the 
snub, and shocked that it happened again. 


“I was hoping and praying today would 
be his day,” manager Lou Piniella said. 
“There was a gasp in the room when {it 
was announced] it was a ‘no go.’” 

General Manager Jim Hendry called it a 
“terribly devastating day” for Santo. 

“Hopefully he can take solace in the fact 
that those of us who know him know he 
should be in,” he said. “I think the city of 
Chicago and all the Cubs people and all 
{the media] have always acknowledged 
that. I feel terribly for him.” 

Joe Gordon, the former second base- 


man from the New York Yankees, was 
voted in by a Veterans Committee group 
considering players from the pre-1943 era. 
Only 12 people are on that committee, and 
Gordon received 10 votes. 

But there probably is not going to be any 
change in the rules, and Santo is resigned 
to the fact that he may not ever get into 
the Hall of Fame. While most fans seem 
to believe he’s worthy of the honor, they’re 
not the ones doing the voting. 

“It wasn’t going to change my life,” Santo 
said, “I’m OK. But I know I’ve earned it.”

After 355 wins and 23 major league seasons, Greg Maddux held a 30- 
minute news conference to announce his retirement on the opening day of 
baseball's winter meetings. 

“I really just came here today to say thank you,” Maddux said. “I appreciate 
everything this game has given me.

Derrick Rose’s laugh briefly replaced his sheep- 
ish smile when asked if the freak injury he suf- 
fered Monday morning had come as payback for 
giving up Gummi Bears. 

A self-described sweets freak in college, Rose 
needed io stitches to close a gash in his left fore- 
arm after he said he rolled onto a knife while eat- 
ing an apple in bed. 

Rose missed Monday’s Bulls practice but 
said he planned to play Tuesday night against 
the Knicks unless doctors held him out. Either 
way, he cemented a place in Chicago sports lore 
among all-time wacky injuries. 

“Mama always said don’t eat in bed, right?” 
guard Larry Hughes deadpanned. “We’ll make 
fun of him a little bit.” 

The Bulls can do so because Rose avoided seri- 
ous injury with the weird mishap. The rookie 
guard wore a large gauze bandage but also shot 


baskets in sweats after practice, and coach Vinny 
Del Negro said Rose would play against the NBA 
team from, well, the Big Apple. 

“It was a silly incident,” Rose said. “I was cut- 
ting up some food, and I laid on a knife getting 
lazy in bed. I went to get a bottle of water, came 
back, forgot the knife was there, then sat down 
and sliced my arm. 

“I panicked when it first happened and called 
my trainer. It was painful, but I should be all 
right.” 

Athletic trainer Fred Tedeschi drove Rose to 
Highland Park Hospital shortly after 8 a.m., and 
doctors closed the wound. Rose said he would 
have the stitches for io to 14 days. 

“It’s an unfortunate thing, but he’ll be fine,” 
Del Negro said. “He could have practiced, but 
it was more precautionary to let him relax a lit- 
tle after the incident and get some rest. Thank 
goodness it’s not serious.”

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Brandy emerges 
a changed artist

Considering Brandy’s rocky recent past, the 
sweet serenity and uplifting R&B anthems 
that fill her new album, “Human,” are noth- 
ing short of stunning. 

Although she doesn’t address the 2006 
car accident that killed another driver on an 
L. A. freeway, Brandy is definitely a changed 
woman on her fourth album, her first effort 
since 2004’s middling ‘Afrodisiac.” 

“These scars I’ve got, they’re a part of who 
I am,” Brandy sings on “Camouflage.” “Take 
me or not, but I finally understand. I’m so 
done trying to be everything you want.” 

“Camouflage” is a worthy cousin to 
Beyonce’s “Irreplaceable” that should share 
similar success, but it’s more about esteem- 
raising and self-improvement than a search 
for a sassy put-down. 

It’s a feeling so ingrained in “Human” that 
the silky R&B anthem “Warm It Up With 


Love” isn’t just one of the album’s standout 
tracks, but its guiding principle. 

With the help of producer Rodney 

Jerkins, Brandy radiates 
warmth and hopefulness 
throughout “Human”— not 
in the naive way of someone 
who doesn’t know any bet- 
ter, but in the determined 
way of someone who does. 

Her delivery on the up-tempo “Right 
Here (Departed)” and the touching ballad 
“Long Distance” reflects those choices. 
There’s no showing off with vocal acrobatics 
or flashy production, just a premium on the 
melody and the mood. 

With “Human,” Brandy has created an 
album of soulful solace that she seemed to 
need for herself. Then, she graciously shares 
it with the rest of us.

This Chicago artist/actor speaks out 
on politics, Serena and new album

You don’t have to be a big Common 
fan to recognize the artist’s deep, 
slightly raspy voice anymore. 

Chi-town’s B-boy from the South 
Side is almost ubiquitous on TV 
and film as well as on the mic. He 
appears in ongoing ads for the 
iPod’s nemesis, the Microsoft 
Zune. His album, “Universal Mind 
Control,” drops Tuesday. 

And next summer, the “Smokin’ 
Aces” star will rise against the 
machines in the highly anticipated 
“Terminator Salvation.” 

Still, the rapper and actor, born 
Lonnie Rashid Lynnjr., was pain- 
fully polite and humble in a recent 
conversation with RedEye. Here’s 
what he told us about his heavily 
blogged-about love life, the new 
album and his political aspirations.

I will say this: I respect and love Venus

Naw, I’m going to be doing new films, iron- 
ing them out. I’m really looking at indie films 
and I want to do some more franchise too. I 
want to be that box office draw, that movie 
star, you know?

MCT 

A kettlebell isn’t much to look at— it’s basically a cannon- 
ball with a handle. 

And yet, this decidedly low-tech device has become 
a hot fitness trend. Kettlebell guru Jessica Huthmaker 
swears that the cast-iron weight is a key that opens a 
world of fitness opportunities as you swing it, fling it 
and hoist it. 

A 300 -year-old workout invented by Russian strong- 
men, the kettlebell is getting a new life among American 
athletes and fitness fans. 

About a year ago, kettlebells caught on in the celeb- 
rity circuit, with Jennifer Lopez, Sylvester Stallone and 
the always-shirtless Matthew McConaughey among the 
many stars who adopted the weights into their workouts. 
Mainstream stores such as Target recently started stock- 
ing kettlebells in the fitness aisles. 

Huthmaker, who trains in Colorado Springs, represents 
the new wave of kettlebell enthusiasts. The vast majority

of her clients are women who look more like aerobics class 
refugees than Russian strongmen, and their goals typically 
are toning and weight loss rather than bulging muscles. 

She thinks women are more open to anything that 
works— and “anything that will make my butt smaller.” 

Huthmaker found kettlebells about four years ago and 
got hooked. 

Huthmaker is producing a DVD due out this month 
that is designed to help people put together their own 
workouts, and many other trainers have done the 
same. 

So, after a handful of sessions with a trainer to learn safe 
techniques, one could simply buy a DVD and a single ket- 
tlebell (starting at roughly $50) and train with that until 
they’re strong enough to need more weight. 

“I’ll never go back to regular old training,” said 
Huthmaker, who began as a weightlifter and bodybuilder. 
“This is a lot more fun. I’d call it the most efficient way to 
burn fat and get in shape.” 



What’s the attraction to 
flinging around a bowling 
ball for a half-hour? Trainer 
Jessica Huthmaker lists the 
benefits, as she sees them: 


» It’s fast. It is an efficient 
workout, combining 
cardiovascular and 
strength and flexibility 
conditioning. 


» It’s fun. It offers 
challenge and 
variety because 
the moves can be 
changed endlessly. 


» It’s functional. You might never 
use an arm curl in real life, but 
kettlebells should train your body 
to handle picking up the briefcase 
while chatting on the cell phone. 


» It’s mobile. Take 
a single kettlebell 
to the park and 
you can still do 
your workout. 


» It’s safe. Using ket- 
tlebells is low impact, 
and if done correctly, 
a kettlebell workout is 
easy on the back. 


» It works the core. The basic 
kettlebell swing burns in the 
thighs and midsection. But don’t 
worry-there are plenty of exer- 
cises to make your arms hurt.
